In 1942 I had armaments and building prosene j had taken those over, 
and I had 2,600,000 workers, In the spring of 2943 Doenitz gave me the 
responsibility for naval armanont as well, and therafcrem at this point, I 
had 3,200,000 workers. In September of 1948, ®hrough an agreement with the 
Minister of Economy, Mr, Funk, the produdtion ‘task of the Ministry of Economy 
was also transferred to mee With thet I had twelve million workers working 
for mee. 


Finally, I took over air armament, I took that over from Goering on the 
lst of august, 1944٠. With that my total prodvicsion had risen to fourteen 


million workers, and all production was Marshgalled under moe The number of 
workers applies to the Greater German Riech, without tho occupied countries. 

Q How was it possible to have a task of that ROC bake directed by a 
ministry that consisted of honorary mombers amd a ministry which did not 
concern itself with purely administrative matters ? 

A We had no expoPisnce along those lines. The administrative sectors in 
the various departments reteined their tasks. In tat way, in the Army, the 
Heereswaffenamt—ths Arny Weapon Office-~ whi@h contained seversl thousand 
workers, supervised tha carrying through of this work and saw to it that the 
orders were carried out in & proper waye Only Ll. thet way did I succeed in 
having the entire armement pro;duction--which amourted to three to four billion 
marks a month—-carrisé through with an honorary co-worker staff of about six 
thousand people,

The conditions of wrk were still handled through the old existing 
authorities. The Food Ministry and the various offices connected with it we 
responsible for this, and the various supervising agencies in the Reich 
Ministry were responsible for maintenance, for working conditions at the 
place of work; the Trustees of Labor, working under the Plenipotentiary for 
Manpower, were responsible for the time of work, or for conditions of work 
and work achieved; and the Health Office cf tho Health Ministry was respon- 
sible for health conditions. The Justice Department and the Police Department 
wore responsible fcr violaticns against labor discipline, and finally, the 
Gorman Labor Front was responsible for representing ths interests of labor, 
as comparad to tho factory manager.
